In the yeere 1611. being in New-found-land , af 
which time that famous _Arch-Pirate, Perer Eafton, — 
came there,and bad-with him tenfayleof good Ships well 

furnifhed and very rich, I was kept eleven weekes under 
his commaund,and bad from him many golden promifes, 
and much wealth offered te be put 1to my hands, as tt ts 
well knowne : 1 did per[wade him much to defist from his 
euill cour{e s his tntreaties then to me, being, that Iwould 
come for England, to fome friends of bis, and follicite 
them to become humble petitioners to your Mareitre fer 
his pardon : but hauing no warrant to touch [uch goods, 


~ Tgaue him thankes for his offer; onely I requested him to 


releafe a Ship that he had taken vpon the Coaft of Guin- 
nie, belonging to one Captaine Rafbly of Foy 7 Corne- 
walla man whom L knew but only by report: which he ac- 
cordingly releafed. Wherenpon 1 provided men,vitinals, 
anda fraught for the {aid Ship, and fo femt her home to 
Dartmouth :z Deuon, though I neuer had fomuch as 


_ thanks for my kindneffetherein. And {oleating Baftonsl . 
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came for England,and gaue notice of bis tention, let 
ting palfe my Voyage that I intended for Naples,azd loft 
both my labour and charges. for before my arvinall,there 
was a Pardon granted, and fent him from Ireland. But 
Eafton honering.with thofe Ships and riches upon the 
Coaft of Barbary, as he promifed, with a longing defire, 
and full expectation to be called home, loft that hope, by a 
100 much delaying of time by hinz whe carriedthe Pardon, — 
| . Whereupon 
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s20 much delaying of tinse by him who carriedthe Pardon. 
whereupon be fayled to the Straights of Gibraltar, and 
was afterwards entertained by the Duke of Saucy under 
whom belived rich. Erte | 
Iwas there alfo inthe yeere 1614. when Sir Venry 
Manwaring wes upoz that Coaft , with fine good Ships 
firongly pronided , be canfed me ta [pend pnuch time in 
_ his company and from him I returned into England ; al- 
though Iwas bound fronsthence to Marfellis,to make fale 
of [uch goods as I then had,and other imployments,cpe. 
"In theyeere 1615. I returned againe to New-found- 
land, carrying with me 4 Commifion out of the high 
Court of Admiraltie,vnder the great Scale thereof,autho. 
rifing me 10 empanrell Inries, and to make inquirie upos 


sath,of fundry abufes and diforders committed amongit 
Fifhermen yeerely upon that Coaft and of the fitteft meas 
so redre(fe the fame,with fome other poynts hauing amore 
particular relation to the Office of the Lord _Admuirall. 
What was then there donc,by vertue of that Connmi/st- 
on, which was wholly executed at my owne charge, hath 
been at large by me already certified inte the high Court of 
 Admiraltie.Nenerthelefe,fecing the fame hath been oner- 
(flpt ener fince, and not. produced thofe good efferis which 
were expected, Iwill, tn fame connenient place of this Dif- 
cour fe, fet downe a briefe collection of ome part of my cn- 
dewours {pent in thatferuice ; not doubting out wt will be 
 anaileable for the furtherance of our intended aefigne, sh) 
as any other reafon 1 [hall deliner. | At 
In the yeere 1616. Ihad a Ship at New-tound-land 
of 100. Tun, which returning laden from thence, being 
bound for Lisbone, mas met with by a French Pyvate of 
Rochelloze Daniel Tibolo, who rifled her,to the ouer- 
na C throm.

_ throw and loffe of my Voyage, inmore then the (umme of 
860. pounds, and cruelly handled the Master and the 
' Company that were in ber: and although I made good 
proofe thereof at Lisbone, and reprefented the fame alfo 
to this Kingdome,as appertained, after my returne from 
thence s yet for all this great loffe, 1 could neuer haue any 
vecompence. ya 
Shortly after my returne from Lisbone, I was fent for 
by a Gentleman,who about ayeere before, by agrant from 
the Patentees, had undertaken to fettle peoplein New= 
found-land ; Le acquainted me with his defienes, and af- | 
ter fome conference touching the fame, we fo concluded, 
that he gaue me a conueyance under his hand and feale for 
the terme of my life, with full power to couerne within hes 
circuit upon that Coast ; whereupon (being defirous to 
aduance that worke) in Anno 1618.1 fayled thither in a 
Shippe of my owne, which was victualled by that Gentle- 
many felfe and fome others. We likewife then did fet - 
forth another Ship,for afifhing Voyage,which alfocarrted 
fome victuals for thofe ee which had been formerly | 
sent to inhabite there : but this Ship was intercepted by an | 
Engli[h erring Captaine (that went forth with Sir Wal- 
ter Rawleigh) who tooke the Master of her , the Boat- 
fwvaine andtwoother of the best men, with much of her 
vittuals (thereft of the Company for feare running into 
thewoods) andfo left the Ship as a Prize, whereby our in- 
tended Fifhing Voyages of both our Shippes were oner- 
throwne, and the Plantation hindered. lap 
Mow feeing it pleafed your Mazestie many yeeres fince, 
to take good notice of the fad New-found-land , and - 
ranted a Patent fora Plantation there, wherein many 
Honorable and worthy mens endenours, and great charge 
theretn,

therein, bane deferued good commendations (as i swell 
knowne) the which I defireto further with all my best ex- 
deuours: and not to diferace or difable the foundation and 
Projects of others, knowing they haue been greatly hinde- 
ved by Pyrats and fome erring Subietts that haue arriuea 
upon that Coasts tt being indifferent to mee, whether 
there be a new foundation laide, or whether it be builded 
on that which hath already been begun 3 0 that the Plan- 
tation goe forward. Yet I may truly fay, thas hitherto lit- 
tle hath been performed io any purpofe, by fuch as therein 
were imployed,worthy the name of a Plantation,or anfwe- 
| — rable to the expectation and defert of the Vadertakers 
| neither haue fuch good effects followed,as may be expetted 
from athorow eT hereafter. And feeine that no 
man hath yet publifhed any fit motiues or inducements, 
whereby to perfivade men to aduenture, or plant there 5 I 
hane prefumed plainely to lay downe thefe following rea- 
| —fons,which és the principall endl aime at, whereby to fur- 
ther that worke fo worthily intended , by Brenig fe

nion)the New-fownd-land. And for thofe that hence- 
foorth attempt to fearch that ftraight or paflage,to 
fet foorth fooner and more early, then heretofore 
they haue done, and to faile direétly to fome conue- 
nient Harbour in New-found-land, there to refrefh 
themfelues with fuch prouifion as fhall be needful; 
and fo put out from thence about the twentieth day 
of May (if itbe once fet in.a faire Wefterly winde,) 
and to faile along the North part of New-fourd-land, 
and that Coaft which is called Cambalex, continu- 


ing that Northerly courfe vnto 64, which is but 15 


degrees from Trinity Harbour; and it may be failed 
in leffe then fixe dayes,with a faire Wefterly winde, 
which commonly maketh a cleere coaft all along to 
the North, both from fogges and Ice alfo; both 
which are violent hinderers to men that haue yn- 
dertaken thefe voyages. For comming to ieeke out 
thofe ftraights or paflages, with a large Fafterly, 
Southerly, or Northerly winde, which commonly 
bring on that Coaft the fogges and Ice, and com- 
ming fo late in the Summer, they haue thereby loft 


the aduantage and benefit of time for finding out {fo 


happy a bufinefie. 
But if this defigne ofa Plantation fhould not be 


entertained, and throughly profecuted, it may be

iuftly doubted, that fome. other Prince will{tep in, 
and vndertake the fame : which if it fo fall out; your 
Maieftie fhall not onely lofe all thofe aduantages 
and benefits, which your Maieftie,and your fubieats 


pofleffion ; and then thofe that fhould vfurpe your 
Maiefties right there, will be an hindrance to your 
Maieftie either to remoue them, or to plant by 
them,without hazardinga breach of peace. 

And it may be feared,' that {uch a Plantation, 

growing to haue ftrength, your fubieas fhall be (if 
not prohibited) yetat leafthindred of their free tra- 
ding and fifhing there,or conftrained to take their 
fifth of the Planters,and at their prices; which may 

fall out to be a notable differuice to your Maieftie, 

and the veter ouerthrow of your fubie@s trade thi-

ly difcouered, what our loffes will be, if wee fufter

- We haue already fpoken of the great numbers 
of French and Portugall fhipping, that viually trade 
euery yeere to this Coaft, and the places neere ad- 
ioyning in fifhing voyages : fo that what in all like- 
lihood may be the euent ofa Plantation-to be made 
there, ifeither Spaine or France fhould break league 
with your Maieitie,or your royall Progeny ; I leaue 
to theconfideration of your Maiéftie. == 
And certainlyas your: Maiefties fubie&s failing 
to and from Virginia, & thie Bermuda Vands, might — 
in any extremity (hauing fpent a maft or yard, or 
when any leake is fprung) be relicued,and at other 
times refrefh thémfelues iti their voyages, if a Plan- 
tation were fettled neereé about Trepajfey : So vpon 
occafion of ‘any ‘attempt, or other ‘iniuries which 
might be offered thofe more remote Plantations, 
they might from thence receiue ficéour in fhorter

Befides all this,ic would be a great eafe to all the 
~ reft of your Maiefties fubiedts, if fome part of our 
-fuperabounding multitudes were tranfplanted into 
New-found-lana; for befides the great number of 
idle perfons that liue here, fpending their time in 
drinking,and other exceffe, among which many of 
your New-found-land men may be reckoned, during 
the winter feafon,whileft they are at home: There 
are many thoufands of poore people of both fexes, 
which might be {pared out of all your Maiefties 
Dominions, who liuing penurioufly, and in great 
want , would be perfwaded to remoue their dwel- 
ling into DNew-found-land , where they might not 
onely free themfelues of their prefent miferies, but 
alfo by their induftrie, in time inrich themfelues, 
and deferue wellof the State by their imploiments: 
for there is yeerely. great abundance of good fifh 
— Joftfor want of labourers, and other: good things 3 
alfo. | ‘ 
Neither are the people of thofe your Maiefties 
Kingdomes, any way inferiour to other Nations 
in courage, either to vndertake, or maintaine, but 
they are often lefle induftrious and diligent. And 
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(with griefe itis to be fpoken) by our fluggithnes, is 
fome of our neere neighbours haue wonne from vs 3 


the ancienthonour, and that reputation, by which 
we were held the Mafters of Nauigation,and Com- A 
manders of the Seas. : 

_ And I am verily of opinion, if their Audit were 
truly publifhed to the world, that their trade of 
fifhing vpon your Maiefties Sea-coafts,hath been — 
the beft meanes of their prefent ftrength, haning 
thereby increafed their fhipping and wealth, and 
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inabled their men for Nauigation. For it is well 
knowne,that the French and alfo the Dutch,by their 
fifhing on your Maicfties Sea-coafts,doe vie a pet- 
tic kind of picking away of infinite fummes of mo- 
ney yeerely from your Maicfties Kingdomes; not 
only from North-Yarmourth,& other places there- 


by, all the time that the Herring fifhing lafteth: but 


alfo for Mackerell,Soles, Whitings,and other forts 
of fifhwhich they take,in fight of your Maiefties. 
Kingdome, and bring it here to land daily,and fell _ 
ic for ready mony; {uch daily gathering away of 
coyne,may well be remedied,if your Maiefties fub- 
ie&ts would forbeare to buy any freth fith of other 
Nations,which me thinks they fhould : then Stran- 
gers fhould be conftrained to bring coyne into’ 
your Maiefties Kingdomes with their fifh, to fer 
poore people a worke to falt and preferue their 
Herrings,and other fith withall,when they bring it _ 
herea land; whereby fome Cuftomes and other 
duties will alfo grow: or otherwife they will leaue 
their daily fifhing fo ncere your Maiefties King- 
domes(as now they doe)and then fuch fith willbe _ 
the more plentifull for your Highnefle {ubie&ts to: 
take , and thereby greatly encourage them to fet. 
foorth and employ many a poore man the more in. 
fifhing then now there is; and it will then not only 
preferue great {fummes of mony yeerely from car- 
rying away from your Maiefties Kingdoms, but aL 
fo. there will be more gotten, than now there is, 
and great numbers of mariners increafed,to be ve- 
ry. feruiceable for the Nauy, when there may bee

well knowne: So that to get the fuperioritie to ar- 
riue there firft in an Harbour, they will beare fuch 
an ouer-preft faile,and in fo defperate a manner,as 
there are no true vnderftanding Sea-men that vfe 
the like to anyother part of the world. For albeit 
when the fogges are thicke, and the nights darke, 
that fometimes they cannot difcerne the length of 
three fhips in the way before them, and the Ice 
often threatning much perill to them:yet on runnes 
the fhip amaine, fo faft as poflibly fhe may, when 
commonly moft part of the company are faft a- 
fleep,euen with extreme hazard of their lives. Thus 
many times both fhips and men hanebeen fuddenly 
caft away,to the veter vndoing of many Aduenitu: 
rers, and families. So had I my felfe a fhip 16f fa1- 
ling to chat Countrey,and diuers others the like. 
And alfo this vatimely fetting foorth , confu- 
meth a great quantitie of victuals, that might bee 
faued to better purpofe, and it forceth them to car- 
ry and recarry many more men in every (hip, every 
voyage, then they neede, if they once take a fitter 
courte. ! TRI 
Such Stages and Houfes, that the firft arriuers 
into an Harbour finde ftanding, wherein men fet 
diuers neceflaries,and alfo fale their fith, fome men 
haue vied to pull downe, or taken their pleafures of

ding at Anchor by mee, who being robbed in the 
night by the Sauages, of their apparell and diuers 
prouifions, did the next day feeke after them, and 
_ came f{uddainely where they had fet vp three Tents, 
and were feafting, haning three Cannowes by 
them, and had three pots made of fuch rindes of 
trees, ftanding each of them on three ftones.boy- 
ling with twelue Fowles in each of then; cuery 
Fowle as bigge'as a Widgeon, and fome-fo bigge 
as a Ducke: they had alfo many fuch pots fo fowed, — 
and fafhioned like the leather buckets that are vied 
for quenching of fire, and thofe were full of the 
yolkes of egges, that they had taken and boyled 
hard,and fo dried {mall, which the Sauages vfed in 
their broth, as Sugar is vfed in fome meates ; they 
had great {tore of the Skinnes of Deere, Beauers, 
Beares,Seales, Orters, and diuers other fine skinnes 
which were well dreffed ; as alfo great ftore of feue- 
rall forts of flefh dryed ; and by {hooting off a Muf- 
_ ket towards them, they all ranne away naked with- 
outany apparell, but only their hats on their heads, 
_ which were made ef Seales skinnes, in fafhion like 
our hats, fowed handfomely with narrow bands a- 
moby tage bout. 
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bout them, fet round with fine white thels, fuch as 
are carried from Portugal to Brafetle, where they 
-paffe to the Indians as ready money. All their three
